Milwaukee, September 6.—United 
States Senator Robert M. La Follette 
has swept the state of Wisconsin in 
the primary election for renomina-

Although early returns showed con- 
siderable strength for E. T. Fair- 
child in the race for the ,republican 
nomination for governor, the later 
figures are showing large gains for 
F. E. McGovern, who won fame as 
the anti-graft district attorney of 
Milwaukee.

There is now a certainty that coun-

St. Paul, Minn., September é.—The 
doctrine of “new nationalism” which 
former President Roosevelt enunciated 
in his speech at Osawatomie, Kan., 
last week, was set forth still more 
clearly by him in his speech today be- 
fore the national conservation congress 
here, 

He declared for government control 
of the country’s natural resources, and 
in doing so, placed himself directly 
against § the advocates of “states 
rights’ whose opposition to the prin. 
ciples which he laid down has fur- 
nished the liveliest debates of the 
conservation congress. 

Special Interegts vy. People. 

“If it had not been for corporate in- 
terests, especially those which may De 
described as predatory, we would 
never have heard of this question of 


states’ rights,” he declared. And later 
he said: 

“It is not really a question of states 
against nation. It ig really a question 
cf special corporate interests against 
the people,” 

He said the corporations were anx- 
ious to have the states take up the 
work that they might escape all ef- 
fective control.

“The cotton was given a_e serious 
setback by the continuous rains of 
the latter part of May and June and 
July. To the damage done by the 
season of dampness was added the 
damage done by the drouth o fsever- 
al weeks which followed and which 
lasted until the general season of a 
few days ago. The excessive rains of 
the period mentioned filled the cotton 
with grass and the drouth following 
stunted it beyond hope of recovery.

Soon after the organization of the 
so-called harvester combine, the report 
says, it acquired the D. M. Osborne 
company and operated it ostensibly as 
an independent concern for two years. 
Other companies acquired in 1903 are 
the Columbus Cordage Company, Mex- 
ican Sisal Company, Illinois Northern 
Railroad Company, Aultman-Miller 
Company, Minnie Company and the 
Keystone Company, the last being man- 
ufacturers of harvesting machinery. 

In 1904 it acquired the Weber Wag- 
on Company and patents of the Ret- 
tendorf Axle Company, and in 1906 
the Kemp «-™pany. In the first five 
years the sales of the company in the 
United States amounted to nearly 

200,000,000. In Missouri the company 
does about 30 per cent of all business 
in agricultural tools, implements, vehi- 
cles and machinery in the binder line, 
90 per cent, and in the mower line 75 
per cent. 


Not a Legitimate Deal. 


Attorneys for the company contend- 
ed that the organization was a liegiti- 
mate transaction in the ordinary 
course of trade. The commissioner 
found that this theory could not stand 
in face of the fact that the old com- 
panies turned over their property to 
the company not yet organized, for the 
purpose, as they asserted, of putting 
an end to what they called “ruinous 
competition.” 

The report points out that the com- 
pany was organized to control the 
binder and mower business, and that 
the companies which entered the.com- 
bine manufactured practically nothing 
except harvesting machinery. 

Created to Restrain Trade. 

In his the commission- 
er says: ) 

“I find that the International Harv- 
ester Company is a combination cre- 
ated for the purpose of restraining 
trade, lessening competition, regulat- 
ing. controlling and fixing prices of 
agricultural implements, tools and ma- 
chinery sold and offered for sale in 
Mistouri. 

‘That the International Harvester 
Company of America is maintained by 
the New Jersey corporation as a sepa- 
rate corporate entity for the sole pur- 
pose of making sales of its products 
and for that purpose it obtained a 
license to do business in evasion, of 
the laws which preclude the Interna- 
tional Harvester Company of New Jer- 
sey from obtaining a license and by 
means thereof has secured a practical 
monopoly in mowers and power to se- 
cure a further monopoly in the sale 
of agricultura! tools, implements and 
machinery in the state. 

“The respondent, by becoming a 
member of such combination, tn fur- 
thering the purposes thereof by thea 
evasion, has been guilty of a violation 
of the anti-trust laws and has incurred 
the penalty of the laws. I fail to find 
any other substantial ground upon 
which license to do business in the

From practically every state in the country representative farm- 
ers are gathered at Charlotte, N. C., to attend the national conven- 
tion of the Farmers’ Union. 

“Well dressed, prosperous agriculturists,” is the way in which 
the Associated Press describes them, and the phrase is significantly 
indicative of the prosperity of the average farmer. 

For this transformation, of the dimensions of which the aver- 
age city man is wholly ignorant, substantial credit is due the propa- 
ganda and discipline of the Farmers’ Union. 

Organized in the south, it has, within a few years, made the 
nation its field. In his annual address, summarized elsewhere, Pres-

“The old law against carrying concealed weapons,” he declared, 
“is practically antiquated in this state.” He also urged its revival 
and enforcement in emphatic language. 

The Constitution cites these two aimost simultaneous instances 
‘ denunciation of pistol-toting from the bench as an indication that 
the crime is one of universal prevalence. 

Regarding Georgia's share in the indictment, a census taken 
last June by The Constitution strikingly corroborates Judge Pendle- 
ton’s declaration that the carrying of concealed weapons is at the 
head and front of all crimes. That census proved that in approx- 
imately two-thirds of the counties in this state 800 indictments for 
all manner of crime were pending, déspite the weeding out of the 
spring terms. 

If pistol-toting, and the crimes growing out of it, were dwin- 
dling, there would be a gleam of hope. But the exact reverse is 
the true status. 

Month in and out, year by year, it increases at a sinister ratio. 

Pistol-toting 1s the parent of most crime. In most transgres- 
sions of the code it figures in one way or another.

of German papers: 
“The place of mayor of Magd>burg is vacant. The salary is 
21,000 marks ($5,250) a year, including the rental of a dwelling in the 
city hall. Besides his salary th? tncumbent will receive 4,000 marks 
($1,000) for his official expenses. Candidates should apply before 


September i. 
Can anyone imagine an American ‘tity advertising for a mayor? Can 
anyone give a good reason why a city should not advertise for a mayor 


when it needs one’ 

The German idea is that a municipality is a business, to be canducted on 
business lines. The office of mayor is one requiring knowledge and skill of 
a technical, professional character. A man who has proved himself a good 
mayor in one German town is frequently invited to another. The larger 
towns look to the smaller towns to train municipal officers for them. It 
frequently happens that two cities bid in competition for a particularly ex- 
pert man. 

Why not? ‘The idea, while a trifle unique, is sound. 

Times without number The Constitution has advanced the rea- 
soning actuating the German cities—that the municipality is noth- 
ing less than a huge business enterprise, and should be directed by 
a man or men skilled in such lines. 

Underlying the system is, of course, the principle of choosing 
office holders through merit, instead of by political favoritism or a 
pleasing personality, or even, perhaps, demagogic acuteness. 

There is no logical reason why the German theory, if not the 
procedure, should not be adopted in this country. And we are in- 
clined to think the people of Atlanta are of similar opinion, judging 
by their attitude toward Mayor Maddox.

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LESSON OF THE PIEDMONT PARK TRAGEDY. 


There would not yesterday have been a pitiful little double 
tuneral and today a home would not haye been desolated by the 
silenced prattle of two smiling children, had ordinary and sensible 
regulations been observed regarding the bathing privileges at the 
lake in Piedmont park. : 

In all its appealing characteristics—and few more pathetic trag- 
edies have occurred in or around Atlanta—the lesson of the drown- 
i.g of these two boys is eloquent with warning. 

Had there been systematic supervision of the lake by an expe- 
rienced adult, ready to caution children against risks of which they 
were ignorant or to effect a rescue in case of accident, the blotting 
out of these two young lives would in all probability have been 
impossible. 

But there was no such precaution, and the inevitable conse- 


quence of allowing very young children unrestricted access to the 
water has followed the omission. 

Parents permit their children to frequent this public bathing 
place in the natural expectation that they will be protected from 
dangers inseparable from this form of recreation. 

They should not, as in the case now so sadly recorded, be al- 
lowed to wake to the realization that their expectation was a 
vain one. 

One of two courses should be adopted: 

Either children should be permitted access to the lake only 
when watched over and guarded by competent authority; 

Or bathing in the lake should be positively prohibited. 

It is a sorry municipal policy that offers possibilities of pleas- 
ure and health-building to the children of its citizens, and then neg- 
lects to guard them against danger from death by drowning. 

_ Either adequate protection should be provided—or swimming 
in the lake should be summarily prohibited. | 

Two successive tragedies at Piedmont park this summer give 
the people of Atlanta the right to demand one of these measures.

DUMPING GROUND 


Successful Filibuster in 
City Council. | 


Majority Wanted to Allow the 
Board of Health’ to Use Part 
of Stockade Property as Tem- 
porary Dumping Ground for 
Night Soil in Two Wards. 


After one of the most notable fili- | 


busters ever known in city politics, a 
minority of the general council 
whipped out a very decided majority 
yesterday afternoon when the majori- 
ty wanted to let the board of health 
use a portion of the stockade property 
for a temporary dumping ground for 
night soil in the third and ninth wards. 

The filibuster lasted three hours and 
a half, and no other business of im- 
portance bejng transacted, council ad- 
journed until 3 o’clock this afternoon. 

Wanted Hearing From People. 

Although the board of health want- 
ed to use the stockade grounds only 
temporarily, the five members of coun- 
cil fought the proposition, taking the 
position that the people ought first 
to be given a chance to be heard from. 
The five who started the filibuster 
were Coucilmen Chambers, Harrison, 
Minor and Vaughan and Alderman 
Kelley. They were later joined by 
Councilman Boynton and Alderman 
Everett. 

The remarkable thing about the 
fight was that a majority made a break 
and lost the fight to the minority just 
as the fight had been won. 

The result of the filibuster means 
that the question of disposing of the 
night soil in the third and ninth wards 
will be held up two weeks or longer, 
and in the meantime the health and 
sanitary departments will be “up 
against it,’ as they have not the means 
nor the outfit to make hauls across the 
city, a distance of 12 miles, for each 
load.

Now, be it known that the settle- 
ment of Peasville is loca‘t:d on one of 
thowe delectable alleys which are al- 
most daily raided by the police.

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Charlotte, N. C., September 6.—The 
convention of the Farmers’ FEduca- 
tional and Cooperative Union of 
America opened in this ctiy this morn- 
ing, with a thousand delegates. repre- 
senting almost every state in the union 
in atténdance. 

President C. 8S. Barrett called the 
convention to order and E. R. Pres- 
ton made the address of welcome, 
which was followed by the address of 
welcome on behalf of the State Farm- 
ers’ Union, by Dr. J. M. Templeton, of 
Cary. B. F. Montgomery, of Colorado, 
responded to the welcoming address 
on behalf of the visiting farmers. 

Following these talks, there were 
addresses by different members of the 
union on subjects tnteresting to the 
Statesmen of agriculture. 

This morning's meeting was the only 
one that was not executive, as the rest 
of the three days’ meeting will be be- 
hind closed doors. 

There have been arranged numerous 
entertainments for the visitors while 
in the city, and these will be carried 
out in the leisure hgurs. 

President Barrett's Address. 

President Barrett’s address was in 
part as follows: 

“It is my privilewe to greet and con- 
gratulate you at the threshold of the 
greatest business era in the history 
of the organized American farmer. 

“It has been an aphorism in America 
that the farmer was not a business 
man. I am here to tell you, and to tell 
the nation, that that tndictment no 
longer holds true. Here and there the 
individual farmer has much to learn 
concerning business and business 
usages. But the important point is 
that the leaven is at work, your 
Shackles are unloosed, *past ignorance 
is vanishing and the man who tills the 
soil in this country is absorbing with 
miraculous rapidity the lesson that 
business principles must be foremost 
in the management of his affairs. This 
change is especial in a ee etree: 
sense. 

“The nature of my position —_ given 
me singularly good opportunities for 
study and observation in every state 
in the union. And I now make this 
statement without reservation: That 
in each commonwealth where the farm- 
ers are organized, and in others where 
organization is simmering, there is a 
new life and a freshly kindled hope. 

“In every state I have invaded, the

“We have organized state unions in 
three states during the past year—Cal- 
ifornia, Indiana and Virginia. Catch 
the significance of the national scope 
shown by these three organizations. 
One rests on the Pacific, the other is 
midway of the continent, and the other 
rests on the Atlantic. 

“The year just closed has seen fixed 
a principle of tremendous importance 
to the American farmer, organized or 
unorganized. and to the American pub- 
lic in general. 

“This change was unquestionably 
demonstrated in our experience dur- 
ing the latest sessions of congress. For 
the first time in the history of an 
American farmers’ organization and, I 
think, for the first time in American 
politics, the law-making body of our 
country was waited upon by bona-fide 
representatives of the producers of 
America. 

As an evidence of the determination 
of the organized farmer to punish in- 
different public sérvants and reward 
those who have shown their true col- 
ors, and abided by them. it is a well- 
known fact that the Farmers’ Union 
defeated several congressional candi- 
dates, and a few senators in various 
southern and western states. That is. 
moreover, merely the beginning of the 
organization's fight to secure attention 
to its demands from men in public life. 
In every ifistance where defeat was 
measured out, the men voted against 
had ample opportunity to square them- 
selves with their farmer constituents, 
but failed to take advantage of it. 
“In a number of states where the 
Farmers’ Union has made itself plain 
in asking proper legislation from leg- 
isliatures. it has gotten practically all 
it demanded. In other states, for in- 
stance, Arkansas and Alabama, it has 
never been turned down on a single 
one of its requests. I cite this to you 
as an indication of what strogg organi- 
zation asserting its right will accom- 
plish and as a help to your future guid- 
ance. 

“Today the farmer is alive to his 
rights and needs. Banded together in 
a phalanx that resists the assaults of 
little and of great foes. he will enforce 
the one and fulfill the other. 

“All these years God almighty. sin- 
gle-handed, has been helping the son 
of the soil.

New Orleans, September 6.—In spite 
of a short crop year, the south ob- 
tained more money for its cotton dur- 
ing the past season than ever befor2 
in its history, according to the season- 
end statistics put out today by Colonei 
Henry C. Hester, secretary and statis- 
ticilan of the New Orleans cotton ex- 
change. The money value of the crop, 
not including cotton seed products, 
amounted to $778,894,095, showing that 
while the quantity of cotton marketed 
was, in round figures 3,215,000 bales 
less than last year, better prices fo 
cotton resulted in its bringing §$95.,- 
099,601 more. The nearest approach 
to this record was made in the seaso. 
of 1906-07, when the total value f 
the commercial cotton crop was $716,- 
352,265. When the value of the cot- 
ton seed, $124,000,000. is added, the 
actual wealth-producing capacity of 
the southern cotton lands is shown t? 
have been $902,894,095 during the past 
season. During the previous ‘season, 
that of 1908-09, the value of all cot- 
ton produced was $683,794,494, and the 


_eotton seed was valued at $92,000,000, 
“Making a total of $775,794,494. 


Thus 
during the past season the value of 
the cotton and cotton seed combined 
surpassed the pravious season by more 
than $125,000,000. 

South Led in Manufacture. 


According to complete reports from 
both northern and southern milling 
centers, the south for the third con- 
secutive season, manufactured more 
cotton than the north, and increase! 
the lead which it held last season. 

Today's Hester report forms a 
tailed supplemental to the report on 
the crop which was put out at the 
close of business August 31. That re- 
ort placed the crop for 1909-10 at 
0,609,668 bales, a decrease under that 
of 1908-09 of 3,215,789, and under that 
of 1907-08 of 962,298. These, Colonel 
Hester says, constitute the face of the 
figures, but, considering the se oft 
in weight,. which averaged 6 68-100 
pounds per bale, there is the equiva- 
lent of 138,000 bales. or a crop equal 
to 10,472,900 bales of last year’s weight. 

According to the report, the grade 

of the crop was good, averaging prac 
tically ‘“‘strict middling,” a bare shade 
under last year, but not up to the lat- 
ter in body and strength and length 
of staple. The average price of mid- 
diing cotton for the year is placed at 
14.37 cents per pound, and the commer- 
cial value of the bales at $73.41, 
against $49.46 last year and $58.10 the 
year before. 
The report places the actual growth 
at 10,389,000 bales, and says that 
as the result of the high prices the 
interior has practically ‘been swept 
clean. farmers having little or no old 
cotton left over and southern mill 
stocks having been materially de 
creased.

Touching on the cotton consump- 
tion by southern mills, the report says: 

“The spindles in the south number 
11,583,359, including old, idle and not 
complete. Three years ago consump- 
tion in the cotton states was ahead of 
the rest of the United States «220,000 
bales; last year the excess was nar- 
rowed to 60,000 and this year it has 
again increased to 170,000. This re- 
fers to American cotton. The north 
used of foreign cotton this year the 
equivalent in this year’s American 
weights of 135,000 bales, while the 
south used the equivalent of 15,000, 
but even with these added, the south 
is ahead in both American and for- 
eign cotton to the extent of 60,000 
bales. In the south many mills were 
experimenting for the first time with 
small amounts of East Indian cotton, 
and while the aggregate was not large, 
all of seventy-four institutions used 
various descriptions of foreign against 
only twelve last year.” 


Consumptiog of Cotton. 


The consumptien of American cotton 
by nort).ern mills Colonel Hester puts 
2,174,000 against 2,600,000 last year. 
He says, north and south, the aggre- 
gate consumption was 4,515,000 bales, 
while they used 150,000 bales of for- 
eign cotton, making a total consump- 
tion of all kinds 4,665,000 bales, 
against 6,210,000 last year. 

He puts the world’s consumption of 
American, cotton at 11,774,000 bales, a 
decrease \under last year:‘of 1,383,000, 
and undet the year before of 338,000 
bales. 

In the south, Colonel Hester makes 
the consumption 218,570 under last 
year and 148,026 over the year before 
last. Twenty-six new mills are now 
building in the southern states with a 
total of 360,382 spindles and the 
spindles in the active mills have been 
increased by 454,686. This, he says, is 
not the phenemenal showing recorded 
year by year before the panic, but is 
still an indication of handsome prog- 
ress by the south in the direction of 
manufacturing her own cotton. 

Of the total of 838 mills, 775 have 
Leen in operation, includng one ex- 
cClusvely on foregn cotton; 37 were 
idle and 26 in course of construction. 
The season's consumption was divided 
as follows:

In conclusion, Colonel Hester points 
out that the past season has been only 
the fourth time fn twenty-one years 
that the annual returns of cotton con- 
sumed by southern mills aggregated a 
decrease. Otherwise, he says, year by 
year, there has been a marked ad- 
vance and for no years have the addi- 
tions been so great in those immedi- 
ately succeding a decrease.

is looked for. That the interior de- 
mand for crop-moving purposes is now 
in full force continues manifest, how- 
ever, from the further movement re- 
ported today. The heavy movement of 
corn to market is an influence in this 
direction, and affected the price of 
that grain today, also. 

Chicago banks report that balances 
of interior banks with the reserve 
agents aré being replenished at a good 
rate aS a result of this grain move- 
ment. 

Crop advices were favorable. The 
price of corn was affected by the good 
weather, as well as by the car move- 
ment. The reported breaking of the 
drouth in Texas was heralded as a 
possible promise of material better- 
ment of cotton prospects in that state, 
which is chiefly responsible for the 
deficiency in the percentage of condi- 
tion of the crop as a whole. Crop con- 
ditions had their sole reflection in the 
commodities markets and left stocks 
unaffected. 

More attention was paid to the re- 
ports of heavy curtailment by New 
England cotton bills, marking the ex 
tension of a policy already adopted to 
an unusual extent. The returns of 


railroad earnings for July showed 
further the heavy growth of operating 
expenses and pointed to the necessity 
of curtailment of outlay in tha tdirec- 
tionalso. Theeffect of thiswas seen 
especially in the heaviness of Unitea 
States Steel, owing to the large pro- 
portion of iron and steel products em- 
braced in the materials needed by the 
railroads. Weakness in the London 
copper metal market spread the heavi- 
ress to another portion of the metai 
industrials. The feeling was prevalent 
that the railroads have not made as 
strong a case as was expected in 
before the interstate 
mission.

HEAVY TUMBLE MADE 
IN PRICES OF WHEAT 


Caused by Selling of Wheat in 
Foreign Centers Lower 
Than in America. 


Chicago, September 6.—Heavy sell- 
ing of wheat by Danubian countries at 
much lewer prices than America offer- 
ed made export business here impos- 
sible today and had considerable effect 
in bringing about a net decline of 1% 
to 1%@2c. Corn and oats suffered 
likewise, the former finishing 1% @2% 
under the previous close, and latter % 
to %.

Poor demand for cash wheat at all 
leading centers, the heavy movement 
southwest and remarkable weakness 
at Paris counted against values. The 
decline at the French capital was due 
to big sales and equally large addi- 
tional offers from Russia and the Dan- 
ube. Barly in the day a spasm of 
Strength was occasioned here by re- 


' ports of recent purchases for export at 


San Francisco to France and England, 
but the cities east of the Rockies had 
no similar encouragement. Quite op- 
posite, inded, the visible supply show- 
ed a decided increase, and there were 
much improved conditiors for plowing 
in the winter wheat belt, where a 
greatiy enlarged acreage was regard- 
ed as assured. It was argued that the 
rains in the Canadian northwest and 
in Russia would delay marketing of 
wheat, but such talk proved of little 
uBe in stopping the liquidation of hold- 
ings. With slight exception, the tone

“DISTOL-TOTING" — 
WORST OF CRIMES 


‘*Generally, Men Who Carry 
Concealed Weapons Are 
Cowards,’’ Says Judge. 


“Of all the crimes on the pages of 
the criminal records, none is more 
reprehensible than the carrying of 
concealed weapons,” said Judge J. T. 
Pendleton yesterday in his charge to 
the September grand jury, exhorting 
them to enforce the criminal law io 
the limit. 

“AS ageneralrule,” continued Judge 
Pendleton, “the men who carry con- 
cealed weapons are cowards. In 29 
cases out of a 100 they could get along 
without the weapon, but instead they 
carry them around unt!) a few words, 
a slight misunderstanding, results in 
someone Deing killed. Of course, 
there are exceptions, and some- 
times at night a man may fe: 
he needs protection of some kind, but 
in most instances a stout stick will 
suffice, and every good citizen should 
take chances of that kind in order that 
the law may be upheld.”’ 

The necessity for enforcing this law 
was strongly stressed by Judge Pen- 
dlieton, whose charge generally with 
the enforcement of the criminal law. 

He called attention to the law ?f 
gambling. “Gambling stands about on 
@ par with the carrying of concealed 
weapons,” the judge said. “There ‘s 
no excuse for it, and it is the first 
Gownward step toward ruin.” 

Judge Pendleton touched upon twe 
cther laws against gambling, the 
bucketshop law, and the recently en- 
acted law which makes betting on elec- 
tions a criminal offense, and urged 
their enforcement. 

He also charged the grand jury to 
the enforcement of the prohibition law, 
saying that he was sure no personai 
opinions on the liquor question would 
hinder the jury from fulfilling its duty 
in the matter.

It was then learn- 
ed that four other negroes had been 
in the house. They all left the resi- 
dence and were pursued by the posse. 

Five were captured and confessed 
that they had entered the residence for 
the purpose of robbery, having de- 
cided to murder the inmates and cov- 
er up the deed by burning the home.

Blanchard for Nationalism. 

Former Governor Blanchard, 
Loulsiana, took a decided stand 
against the theory of states’ rights 
as applied to the conservation of nat- 
ural resources. ; 

“I fully indorse the address of Mr. 
Garfield,” he said. “There was a time 
when the question of states’ rights 
was @ real issué, but it seems strange 
to me, as a southern democrat, that 
now there comes a voice from the 
west that conservation must be aban- 
doned by the central government and 
turned over to the tender mercies of 
western states. 

“All the people are owners of the 
national domain, not merely the peo- 
ple who happen to live in the states 
in which the properties are located. 
The tremnedous power of the federal 
government should lead in the con- 
servation movement. 

“There should be cooperation be- 
tween the federal government and the 
states. The legislatures of western 
States are no more corrupt than 
those of other states, but the supreme 
power should be lodged in the federal 
government and all the people of all 
the states will reap the benefits.’ 


Western Governors Sore. 


The departure, actual and prospect- 
ive, of western governors is believed 
to indicate that the plan to fight for 
a@ state control . platform has been 
abandoned. 

Governor Hay, of Washington, how- 
ever, changed his mind tonight about 
leaving and informed reporters that 
he would stay the congress out. fight- 
ing to the last in favor of state con- 
trol. 

Governor Brooks, of Wyoming, will 
leave tonight as do Governor Vessey. 
of South Dakota, and Governor Norris, 
of Montana. Governor Hay, of 
Washington, will depart either to- 
night or tomorrow night, and thereby 
goes the “fighting contingent” of the 
National Conservation Congress. 

Dissatisfaction over the failure to 
receive recognition at the hands of 
the congress as a whole was evi- 
denced by the executives from the 
west. Each tried to put forth a 
cheerful front but it was an effort 
which was close to failure. 

Governor Norris in particular was 
bitter in his denunciation. 

“Why” he said “we couldn't break 
into that meeting now with a bur- 
giar’s jimmy.” 

Governor Norris is a democrat. It 
was he who made the “fighting 
speech” before the congress yesterday 
which really brought on the clash 
with Governor Stubbs of Kansas the 
presiding officer. 


AMERICAN RAILROADS 
EXCEL EUROPEAN LINES 
So Says Franklin Lane, of the 


Commerce Commis- 
sion.

Washington, September 6.—‘“I_ re- 
turn from the international railway 
conference at Berne, Switzerland, with 
much greater enthusiasm over the 
American railroads as agencies of 
transportation than I had before.” 

This statement was made by Frank- 
lin K. Lane, a member of the interstate 
commerce commission. who was one of 
the representatives of the United 
States to the international railway 
conference. 

“The conference established beyond 
question, I think, the supremacy of 
the American railroad from the stand- 
point of efficiency,”” Mr. Lane contin- 
ued. “One of the impressions that is 
left in my mind is as to how Euro- 
pean railroads manage to pay 4, 5 or 6 
per cent dividends with the small vol- 
ume of traffic they have compared 
with the volume we have. 

“One thing EKurope is far ahead of 
us on is providing pensions for our 
civil employees. Europeans regard our 
methods as barbarous and say that 
they have outgrown them by ffty 
years. Another thing in which we 
are behind Europe is in the matter of 
employers’ liability: Every man in 
Engiand has to pay damages for an 
injury that is suffered by his employee.

DEALT A BLOW 


St. Paul, made his speech at the con- 
servation congress, had luncheon ani 
then went to the state fair grounds, 
between this city and Minneapolis. 

At the fair grounds he addressed the 
largest crowd of the day. Returning 
to St. Paul he went to the house of 
Frank B. Kellogg for a rest, and then 
attended a dinner given by Colone! 
Alex C. Brode, of the Rough Riders. 
He left tonight for Milwaukee, where 
he is to spend tomorrow. ° 

Colonel Roosevelt made a number of 
additions to the speech which he had 
prepared for the conservation con- 
gress. Most of his interpolatiens were 
made to emphasize his stand for “new 
nationalism.” 

Federal Control of Corporations. 

In speaking of the federal control 
of corporations, he said: 

“In addition to the fact that the fed- 
eral government is better able to ex- 
act justice from the corporations, I 
also believe that it is less apt in some 
gust of popular passion to do injustice 
to them. 

“I should like to see the people, 
through the national government, give 
full justice to the corporations,” he 
said elsewhere, “but I do not want tp? 
national government to depend only 
upon the good will of the corporations 
to get justice for the people.” 

In, regard to the control of water- 
ways by railroads, Colonel 
said: ‘ 

“You people must not sit supinely 
by and let the railroads gain control 
of the boat lines, and then say that 
the men at the head of the railways 
are very bad people. If you leave it 
to them to get control of the boat lines, 
some of them are sure to do it, ane 
it is to your interest that the best 
and ablest among them ethyura do 80. 
But do not let any of the do it ex- 
cept under the conditions which we 
lay down. 

Change Rules of Game. 

“In other words, when you, of your 
own will, permit the rules of the game 
to be such that you are absolutely 
certain to get the worst of it at the 
hands of some one else, do not blame 
the other man. Change the rules of 
the game.’ 

The colonel advocated drainage of 
swamp and overflow lands chiefly 
| through the activity of the federal 
| government. He defended the work 
done to establish national forests and 
recommended the establishment of a 
federal bureau of health. 

When he came to speak of the na- 
tional conservation commission, he 
made what was interpreted here as a 
sharp trust at Congressman James A. 
Tawney. Colonel Roosévelt told the 
story of the introduction into 
the house of representatives, “by a 
congressman from Minnesota,” of an 
amendment to the civil service bill. 
which, he said, was destinged to put an 
end to the work of the commission. 

What Do You Think of Tawneyt 

His recital of this story threw the 
crowd into an uproar. A man in the 
balcony shouted: “Now, what do you 
think of Tawney?’ 

The colonel went on to say that 
the matter came up just at the close of 
his term in the white house. If he had 
remained president, he said, he would 
have paid no attention to this provis- 
ion of law, because he believed it to 
be unconstitutional. 

This declaration 
loudly. 

Speaking of forestry, he declared, 
amid tremendous cheering, that after 
winning so much in the fight for con- 
servation, if the people lose what they 
fought for they would have themselves 
only to blame. 

“But,” he added, 
ing to do it.” 3 

“It has been shown,” :he said, “that 
the states in the east could not do 
the work as well as the national gov- 
ernment, and we are now getting the 
national government to take these 
lands back and do the work. Where 
We are now doing that in the east, it 
seems to me the wildest folly to ask 
us in the west to repeat the same 
blunders that are now being remedied 
in the east.” 

James J. Hill on Platform. 

James J. Hill sat on the platform 
close to Colonel Roosevelt and, on one 
occasion, when the colonel was speak- 
ing of federal] control of corporatins, 
he turned directly toward the railroad 
builder and addressed him. 

Mr. Hill attended the luncheon given 
to Colone] Roosevelt, as did James R. 
Garfield, Gifford Pinchot, Secretary 
Wilson, of the department of agricul- 
ture; Governor Norris, of Montana; 
Governor Hay. of Washington; Gover- 
nor Brooks, of Wyoming, and Senator 
Nelson, of Minnesota. 

When Colonel Roosevelt reached the 
state fair grounds he found what he 
said was the largest crowd he had seen 
on his western trip waiting to~hear 
him speak. The grand stand, which 
holds an immense crowd, was filled, 
and the ground in front of it, and to 
both sides of the platform on which 
the colonel stood, was crowded with a 
throng which extended back further 
than the colonel’s voice could be heard. 

“I thoroughly enjpyed my trip 
through the west,” hej;said. “But this 
is the most extraordinary audience I 
have yet seen.” 

Wild fer Roosevelt. 

When he appeared on the platform 
the people who first caught sight of 
him began to cheer. The cheer was 
caught up by others and in an instant 
the throng of people were upon their 
feet waving their hats, throwing cush- 
jons into the air- and¢uniting in a@ 
deafening roar of welcome. 

The colonel talked for half an hour 
on good citizenship. He said that the 
people should keep their prosperity 
and that the chief concern should be to 
see that the fruits of prosperity were 
distributed fairly. He said that cor- 
porations should be rewarded only as 
they served the people as a whole. 

“The corporation is our creature,” he 
continued, “and we must see that the 
created does not become greater than 
the creator.” 

His advice on the subject of good 
citizenship he summed up thus: 

“Let each man hold up that partic- 
ular corner of the nation that is un- 
der his own roof. Let him do that, 
and then let him join in the general 
uplift of all of us.” 

Fight te Hear Roosevelt's. Words. 

When he was half-way through his 
speech, which he was addressing to the 
crowd in the grandstand, the people 
on the other side of him began to call 
out that they wanted to hear some of 
his remarks. 

The cries became so loud that he 
could not continue with his speech. He 
turned to one side and said a few 
words, wherce;on those on the other 
side shouted louder than ever. When 
he turned that way, the shouts of pro- 
hewects from the crowd behind him in the 
grandstand made is impossible for any-
